I^oNDO.v, Nov, -1,— Tho first Cabinet coun- 
cil since tho Parliamentary reooaa was hold 
to-day. lb was attended by all tho ministers. 
The Cabiuec ought to have met yesterday, 
but tho nieutinjj was postponed. After Atr. 
Gladstone had conferred with Mr. Morley, 
the Chief Secretary for Ireland, it was de- 
cided to meet to-day. It has been usaumed 
that the Irish cjucstious. whieli the Knglish 
Liberals had hoped were tabooed for tho 
session, were again troubling the Cabinet. 
Ministerial circles attach less importance to 
the hostile action of the Puruellites. who 
threaten to withdraw from the majority 
owing to the dilTcronceB with the Govern- 
ineni as to tlio relief of evicted tenants and 
tho release of political prisoners than thoy 
do to 

Tin; wiDE.Ni.Nc; breacu 
between Mr. Morley and Mr. Asquith, the 
Home Secretary. Mr. Morley favors a more 
conciliatory potioy towards tho Irish mal- 
contents. He advises the cabinet to intro- 
duce before Christmas a bill for the relief of 
the evicted tenants in Ireland, and to rn- 
case several more political prisoners. He 
urges this policy as necessary to avert tho 
partial desertion of the anti-Parnellite 
party, under .Justin McCarthy, upon whose 
unbroken support tho Government dependa 
to carry tho projected Ei glish legislation. 
Mr, AMjuilh oppuKcs Mr. iMorley on each of 
these points and overwhelms the cabinet 
th a SLntiment agair:8t considering this 
winter any Irish i|Uistion involving pro- 
lonued debates. John Dillon, William 
O'llrion and other Parnellites speak unci write 
iia if I'arliiuiiont were bound to introduce 
a bill to reiiiBtalo the evicted tenants. Pri- 
vately Liberals of .Ministerial rankjileny that 
any such pledge baa been given. "On Mon- 
day John Kcdmond, leader of tho Parnell- 
, will ask Mr. Glad=lono in the House of 
Commons whether the Government intend 
to introduce or propose a temporary meas- 
ure of relief based upon the 13th olauae of 
tho Land Purchase Act of 1891, and sup- 
planted by provisions for compulsory settle- 
inent. Mr, Gladstone's reply can be pre- 
dicted with considerable certainty. He 
will decline to introduce the bill suggested 
by Mr. Redmond, although he may indicate 
the possibility of a compromise within the 
limits of tho 13th clause. The wisdom of 
this course is concentrated in the point that 
no prolonged CooaerTatlve opposition will be 
provoked by it and that the progreiB of Eng- 
lish biili> will not be Impeded.' 

The Uuke of Argyle, speaking in Glasgow 
this week, said that the cause of Home

English politics. This theory of His Grace

The Daily Standard, the Weekly Specta- 
or and other Unionist orgsiis dilate upon 
he tremendous importance of a policy by 
which the Liberals virtually commit them 
elv"S to revolutiou, to wenkou tho historic 
continuity of tho constitution and to trans- 
forniing the United Kingdom into a coUoc- 
tion of state governments on the Federal 
mode. 

Mr. Gladstone has not derivocl so much 
benefit from his holidays as tho Liberal 
press would make the country believe. His 
gait is feebler and his face is ashen gray. 
His voice, however, is as olear and resonant 
as ever.

The London anarchists celebrated, with a 
public meeting, lust evening, the release of 
their comrade, David John NicoU, from pri- 
son. The speakers revelled in the most in- 
cendiary and blasplieinous liingiiat;e.

I'rinc" KraiHitkino and Lnuise .Michel, who 
had promii-ed to attend the meeting, sent 
ri;^r(;ia. C W. .Mowbray, publisher of the 
tJiininiiunvoalth, which was edited formerly 
by Nicoll, proclaiin"d without mincing 
wordh till; revolution of force, "lictter fight 
than starve," iie said. Editor Samuels, of 
the ("nuiinnuwcalth, eharftCterizsd tho Social 
UeinocraiB as (l.imiiable cowards, while tho 
.Socialists preHent f^roiiiied and hissed. 
Gludatone, Afi|uitli and the whole miserable 
]);icU, he said, were d — d humbugs. Ilo 
answered protests from tho audience by 
clialleugiiig anybody to come to the 
idalforin. Ho was ready to stand 
against all comers. Any true Anarchist 
would bo as fearless. Jesus Christ Himself 
would not frighten him. There was no 
more fooling about tho Anatcbists; they 
woul rather die fighting than die like rats 
in a gutter. Mr. Samuels closed his tirade 
■mid fervid oheera. Herr lanoski, editor of 
the Arbeiters Freund, denounced the Cbi- 
c 1^0 courts for having murdered the Cbioa- 
i; J Anarchists. Nicoll described his prison 
life, and predicted that tho day was at 
h \nd when some of his audience would bo 
called upon to die fur the cause of anarchy. 
Several deleoiives were present. They took 
notes, but ur.do no eU'ort to restrain the 
speakers. 

FJIANCO-KHSSIAN fUTES.

SILVKIl IN INDIA, 

A Vienna firm is reported to bo offering 
for aalo on easy terms portable coining 
machines, .Many are said to have been sold 
on thn continent and nob u few in England 
for export to India, where tho native states 
and private conuerns are transforming bar 
silver into rupees. Advices from India in- 
dicate that this free mintage is not likely to 
influence values or imports of silver mater- 
ially. Financial c.'cperts in Indian iiffiirs 
agree that tho une.xpected magnitude of the 
Indian demand for silver since tho mints 
closed is duo purtly to tho cesaatiou of tho 
praotico of melting down rupees for ornu- 
menis. This practice was too wasteful to 
bo continued after the coinage of silver 
censed, and bar silver is now used almost 
exclusively by the artisans and manufaotur 
era, hence the recent influx of silver. Dur- 
ing the last three months the imports of 
silver from England to China have amounted 
to more than doable the sum shipped in the 
corresponding period of 1892, This increase 
baa served to increase the prico of silver. 

(lAMBLINIi IN THE OEItMAN AU.MY. 

The Kaiser has In no way wavered from 
his determination to put down gambling in 
the ormy, and tho order which he gave that 
an inquiry be made into the debts of theao 
oilicers and their ability to pay their obliga- 
tions is being rigidly carried out. ILs 
Majesty, moreover, has ordered that tho 
inquiry extend to every otlicer who has been 
mixed up in gambling affairs, and it ia ex- 
pected that, as a result, many officers will 
throw up their commissiona. Indeed, it is 
reported that these who do not resign and 
are found to bo insolvent through gambling 
they will be degraded in rank.

— Fresidont Pow- 
derly of tho Knights of Libor has isauod a 
vigorously worded protest against the offorls 
now being made by tho prohibition element 
to induco Congreaa to authorizu tho depart- 
ment of labor to make an iuvestigrition of 
the dilTorent legislative systems of rcstriot- 
ing, regulating and prohibiting tho liquor 
tralFio, and to authorizn tho appropriation of 
SCO 000 for that purpose. 

Mr. Powderly says this is an cirurt to 
switch tho labor department from tho main 
track, and advises all officers and members 
of labor. organizations to withhold their sup- 
port from suob a movement, Alcoholic 
liquors, he says, will be sold and bought as 
long as men want them, and pnblio senti- 
ment would be in favor of aloohollo drinks, 
while the Christian religion is agsint it. 

The miuiB<)er of religion who rants in the 



pulpit against liquor will accept pew rent 
and a liberal contribution from a membor of 
tho church who soils liquor. Ho will ou 
Sunday condemn tho haliitof selling liquor, 
he will liken tho saloon keeper to the devil, 
and on Monday hu will go to the devil and 
accept of half of what bo haa made in keep- 
ing hia hoU open on Sundays. Mr. Powder- 
ly says there ia no harm in tho ceneua de- 
partment undertaking tho work, and in that 
view the Knights would be with the pro- 
hibitionists, but it is time to call a halt to 
this eternal intarforenoo with tho proper 
work of the department of labor. 



STOCKS LN NEW YORK. 

Cousltlcriiblo Strength iit the Opeulnt;, but 
tho market Closed Weaker Thau 
Yesterday.

Ti.e 
old receivership atury waa revived, but it 
found few believers. Probably the ri))ort 
which had tho most ell'ect waa the one an- 
nouncing that the company will be coin- 
pi'llod, owing to its contract with the city 
of Chicago, to reduce its price o ceut.i per 
thonaanti feet on January I next. Tho fact 
that the company is paying its dividends 
in scrip instead of cash during the Fair 
year, wlicn an onorrnoiis and prolitiible 
business waa expected, adds not a little 
to the " bearishnesa." The general list 
fell i to 2| per cwt. in sympathy. 
The market closed weak and J to I J per 
cent, below yesterday's finol figures. I'he 
bank statement, which continues to rcfleut 
the enormous piling up of capital at this 
centre, was considered very favorable, but 
it did not have the slightest inllucnco on the 
stock market.

Tho Kewa-Advertiser haa abandoned all 
attempts at controversy and now resorts 
wholly to misquotation and garbling in its 
endearora to maintain an opposition to the 
Government. We have time and again 
pointed out that the Opposition organs do 
not even attempt to meet any of the facts 
adduced or to answer any of tho argunienta 
advanced by tho Premier during his tour 
through the Mainland, These efforts have 
been confined to retailing bits of wretched 
personal slander and to garbling and mis- 
representing what was said. 

An illustration of the way in which the 
Opposition journals try to achievn succeaa 
by gross misquotation ia furnished by the 
Nawa-Adverliser in its issue of the 3rd in 
stant. It there asserts that the Colonist 
" denied in one article what it said itself 
only a week ago." It stated, with refer 
ence to the Colonist: "On Friday last it 
said thiit the statement which it (the Ivoott 
nay Star) attributes to Mr. Divic, as w 
have already said, ia eheer fabrication and 
invention. " 

Now the Colonist never said either on 
Friday, or at any other time, that the state- 
ment which the Kootenay Star attributed 
to Mr. Divie was sheer fabrication and 
invention. But the Colo.vist did say and, 
moreover, proved, that the atatenienl which 
the News-Advortiser attributed to .Mr. Davio 
was a sheer fabrication and invention. 

This is what we said in our issue of Friday 
the 27th October. 

Instead of answering our challenge to 
prove from the Premier's tpeechea tliat he 
tried to arouao a feeling of sectionulism 
while on the Mainlar.d ilie News-Advertiser 
resorts to aheer fabrication ^nd pure inven- 
tion. Thia ia what it says : — 

" We will go back to the first place where 
he (Mr. Davir) addrcsatd a nieeiing during 
his tour.

'L'ho reader who depended upon thu Times 
for information on tho aubjoot would un- 
doubtedly conclude that the discriminatory 
rutoa of duty mentioned were set down in 
the blue book cited as an authority, lie, in 
fact, could not pUce any other conatruction 
on ita language. There is not an explanatory 
or a (|ualifying word in tho whole passage. 
Nothing ia aaid about uniform speoilio 
duties, or open dieorimination or the in- 
cidence of specific duties. On the contrary, 
the concluding aentencea of the article aro 
evidently iutondod to lend tho reader to be- 
lieve that the Tory miuiaters, and of courae 
the I'ory nmj'irity in Parliament, deliberate- 
ly impoaod high duties on British gooda 
and lower duties on those imported from tho 
United States. This way of troatini; the 
aulijnct ia moat unfair. No one believes that 
tho Government would knowingly discrim- 
inate against any claaa of Britiali goods, and 
there can be no doubt whatever that auch 
discrimination as waa developed by tho 
operation of the tariff was entirely unfore- 
aean. The accusation of partiality in trad a 
to the Americans made by some Liberals 
our contemporary knows to be moat unfair 
and untrue. 

The amusing part of thia controversy is 
that the ammunition which the Grit 
papers are using against the members of tho 
Government was supplied them by the Gov- 
ernment itself. In order to be in a position 
to revise the tariff intelligently and to find 
out ita weukuoases and its defects, tho Gov- 
ernment has had an analysis of tho tariff 
prepired for their information. Tho book, 
wo understand, contains tables showing 
ad valorem equivalents of all specific or 
mired specific and ad valorem duties. These 
tables, to the great surprise and, no donbt, 
annoyance of many loyal Conaervativo pro- 
tectionists, show that in aoino inatuuoos du- 
ties which appear on the face of the tariff 
to bo perfectly fair and impartial, when the 
prices paid for the -artiolea on which they 
are imposed are taken into consideration, 
favor the Americans to a certain extent.

THE NEW U. S. TARIFF. 

As Congress has adjourned until Decern, 
ber, very little will be hoard about the new 
tariff which the House Committee of Ways 

and Means haa been for some time drawing 
up with such great care. It will not, of 
course, be lost sight of. The work on it 
will, no doubt, be continued during tho 
recess, and when Congress meets again it 
will be introduced, and the great tariff 
battle will begin. The draft of the bill 
ia said to be in tho President's 
hands, and there are aorao Seua- 
tora and members of tho House of 
Repreaental ivea who have a pretty good 
idea of what the new tariff will be like. 
Among these is Senator Hill, and he docs 
not feel himself under any particular obliga- 
tion to keep what ho knows to himself. 
This ia wliat that .Senator said about the 
reviaed taiiff in a speech which he lately do- 
livcri J iu New Yoik : 

Tho committee of ways and means of the 
House of HeprcHentativea, now in sosaion, is 
engaged in the prejiaration of a liill em 
bodying the aeiitiiiicnts of the Dfinooralic 
plaiforni, and in tho very near future, prob- 
ably by December 1, the measure will bo 
formuloted and ready for tho consideration 
of Co' greaa, 

While disclaiming all authority to speak 
for that committee as to the details of their 
prnposud muaanres, we may, nevertheless, 
Bufely aniicipate some of its general 
features. First of all, it will be a revouuo 
bill, and not a Bobeme for the promotion ol 
private interests at tho public expense, ltd 
purpose will be the raising of the needed 
funds for governmental purposes strictly, in 
tho mode and ways least burdensome to the 
IiiaHSes. 

Raw matoriala needed in our manufac- 
tures will be placed upon tho free list for 
coucluuivo reasons fully oxpluiued in the de- 
btrcBof last year, and which every manu- 
f»aturt>r and workingman entirely undor- 
Mtiind and which they cordially approve, 
Thifv relief will give an impetus to certain 
of nur manuf icturing industries and uff'ird 
work to tens of thousands of our idle labor- 
eia. Tho nocessaries of life will be sub- 
atantially free. 

In fixing the necessary tariff upon inanu- 
fautuied artiolea, duo consideration will be 
;4ivon to tho differenco in wages l)etweeu 
this and otrhcr cnuntrieB, and such diffi-renee 
will bo euualized in the rates imposed hero 
in the general interest of the labor of our 
country. 

There will bo no unjust discrimination 
anywhere loleroted among its provisions 
Bounties and subsidies will find littlo favor 
in its oomposition. The free list will be en- 
largod and the complicated aohedulea will be 
greatly simplified, • Every sort of favoritism

It is understood that the bond for the 
two " Golden Eagle " olaima, at tho 
head of China Creek, Alberni district, was 

executed yesterday, and the contract let for 
tho running of six hundred feet of tunnel- 
ling, to bo proceeded with at once. Tho 
bond waa secured through representatives 
in Victoria far tho Duke of Montrose, and 
the price agreed upon ia $60,000, part of 
which sum was paid down and the total to 
be piid on or before the 1st of August, 1894. 

Tho contract has been let to Mr. MoGil 
livray, a well-known miner, and with a 
party of fifteen or twenty men ho will to- 
day proceed with auppliea to Alberni and 
the fcceno of operations It is expected that 
tho work will be completed early in Feb- 
ruary. Three tunnela of 200 feet each will 
be run, for the purpose of determining tho 
ex'enc of the deposit, and if satisfactory, 
work on a practical and extended scale will 
thou begin to extract the gold. Asa*y8 and 
mill teats of ore from the Golden Eagle mine 
made so far show that the ore averages 
from $50 to $100 per ton, while some sam 
plea have assayed aeveral thouaanda of 
dolUra.

THE ISLAND TEAGEDY. 



Numerous Theories 'as to the Crime 
and the' Identiry ot the 
Murderers. 



Inexcusable Deltiy of the Local Ma- 
ffistrato— The Inquest Opeueil— Olli- 
cer Calbick iu Purauit. 



The Savary Island tragedy, tho first news 
of which was given in the Colonist of yes- 
terday, is a mystery in many more ways 
than one. Thoae who are acquainted with 
the locality in which the crime was com- 
mitted, cannot understand how it was that 
.Magistrate Manson allowed the valuable 
time to elupao that ho did before putting in 
motion tho machinery of the law ; nor ia it 
eaaily comprehended why Mr. Manaon con- 
voyed the bodiea to Vancouver instead of to 
Comox, not more than twenty milea away, 
or to Nanaimo, where there ia a coroner 
having jurisdiotton throughout the Pro- 
vince, as well as a 8ta£E of efficient oon- 
atubles. There 1), of course, no regular 
communication between Savary Island, of 
which tho mnrdered men wore the 
only residents, and Coinox ; henoo 
Constable Anderson heard nothing 
of tho tragedy until ho reaoliod Duncan, 
yeaterday, on his way to Weatminater, to 
lie present at Ken Kiainedy'a trial on Wed- 
nesday. After Mr. Manaon reached Van- 
couver, there was also unuaual delay in 
cominunicating the facta to tho Provincial 
|)olice headqu li ters, and Supcrtendeiit Hua- 
sey, in conauiuence, had only tho informa- 
tion contained iu the CoI.u.MST spe cial be- 
fore him uniil laat evening. Uo was there- 
fore working, in a measure, iu tho dark, not 
being informed of what, steps had already 
been taken to apprehend tho guilty parties. 
ArrangementH were being made to institute 
a search from Nanaimo, but inalead of thia 
action Provincial Ollicer C'albick and a 
party under him were to leave from Van- 
couver last evening Tho thievea and mur- 
derers have now ten days' start, which they 
never should have been allowed, and which 
will aerioualy handicap the efTorta of the 
oiBoers. 

The form.^l inquest on the remains of the 
murdered men opened at Vancouver yester- 
day before Coroner Pittendrigh, and, after 
several witneaaeB bad been examined, waa 
adjourned until the ISih instant. The main 
facts were all contaiued in the teatimony of 
Mr. Mauson, and bear out the account of 
the affair already publiahed. Thomas, who 
has also been living uo Savary Island for 
some little time, waa the next important 
witness. 

The evidence strongly pointed to Lynn as 
the murderer ; he saw Green pay for some 
liquor out of a roll of over §1,000 
at Theelin'a place, and thereloro 
knew that tho rancher had a largo 
sum of money in hia cabin, which 
would furnish the motive for the crime. 
Lynn is missing, and ao is his red and grey 
Fraaer river boat; hia klootchman and his 
boy aro also gone. 

From tho fact that four Indians visited 
Green's place on Saturday, at 2 In the morn- 
ing — twonty-four houra after the murder — • 
nd told tho aettlora that the people on the 
ranch were all drunk, has started another 
theory — that the Indians have committed 
wholesale murder for the sakeof plunder and 
hid tho bodies ef Lynn and his boy to divert 
suspicion. 

Still another theory is that a man named 
Uraggi who stole §S0O from Green two 
years ago and eacaped to tho Statea, and 
who knew tho old man's habits, had re- 
lumed and, with Lynn's aa-tistacce, com- 
pleted hia dreadful work. The fact that 
Bragg has recently been seen in the Prov- 
iuce lends color to thia theory. Lynn bears 
a bad charao'ter generally in the diatrict, 
and, u special to the CoLONIST from Na- 
naimo aays, haa served aeveral terma for 
npplying liquor to Indiana. He is, how- 
:ver, a sneak and a coward, and would not 
bo suspected of having embarked in so 
desperate an enterprise aa the iaiand affair 
appears to have been. 

'he weapons placed in tho hands of tho 
murdered men were shot guns, which evi- 
dently have not been discharged in mmy 
months, the death wounds, in both cases 
near the heart, are those made by rifle 
hullota. The furniture, too, had been 
amaaheil by rifia bullets, and all tho abots 
were fired from within the house. Not n 
rifbi rem;;inH on tho ranch. M*giBtr»te 
Mann ID, who kne-.v Green's hcniso and 
habits well, aaya the pillowa had been 
thrown into the middle of t'lo bed, the 
mattraas doubled up, and the oaab box un- 
derneath rifled of its contenta. 

Aa oil the facts were in possession of the 
Vancouver authoriliea, it waa deemed ad 
visable (to save lime) to despatch Provin- 
cial Constable Calbick and a posae of police 
to tho scene of the murder, which waa done 
yesterday afternoon. Calbick haa known 
Lynn for several yeara, and may perhaps 
succeed in effecting hia capture, although 
much valuable time haa been loat. 

Superintendent Huaaey leaves for Van- 
couver to night, to attend the trial of Ken- 
nedy for the murder of O'Connor nt Resd 
laland last July, and he will look into this 
more recent murder case und lake uny 
oilier Btepa that may be liecessary. 

Jack Green, the murdered Savary Island 
rancher, waa well know-n to old liiiu-rs ut 
Nanaimo. For a niiiiiber of yeara prior to 
hia taking up rehideiice on Savary Island 
lie w-aa engaged in trading up and down the 
Coast, and made Nanaimo hiu headquarters. 
Atone time, too, he owned a large ranohe 
at lOnglishinaii'a River, which he aold out to 
tho lato John Hirst.

Wheu Stanley Smith, the noted ex- 
plorer, set out more than three montlia 
ae^o, to cross the Caaoades in search of tlie 
lost men, Olark and Bradon, it was only 
upon a fdrlurii hopo that ho acted, luul 
the result his search scuma to nisiko i\ 
cortuinty of tlio <^enural aui>i)()aition timt 
those twi) iidventui'oii3 spirits forfoitud 
tlioir lives in their enterprise. Clark iiiid 
Braden, the two men who were lust, left 
Vancouver in the spring of 1892 to go 
through by tiio S<iuanii8h to Chilcfltin. 
Clark ■was an eii^'ineer, and his evident 
intention was to uiiske a roUi;h proKpect 
of the ciiuntry tiikini,' aoiiie eievutioua antl 
levels wiili a view to report on the feasi- 
bility of tlie route for tlio Pence River 
& Alaska raihviiy. lie was not sent out 
by the promoters of that lino, but took 
the trip on speculation, probably with a 
view to Bollinu; the information thus ob- 
tained at a later period. Braden was an 
artist and accompanied Clarlc to ni.-ike 
sketches and take photographs along the 
way. 

The ])rovinci'il (iovernmont having de- 
termined to makuun attempt to solvu the 
mystery, the matter was placed in tiiu 
hands of Superintendent F. S. Hussoy, 
of the Provincial police, and it whs upon 
Ilia instructions that .Stanley yinitli acted. 
The explorer, who returned a week ago, 
has made a very intere.stiiig report of lii.s 
travels to Sui erintendent lius.sey whicli 
in condensed form is as folluwa : 

"In accordance with your instructions, 
on July 21, I purchased provisions and 
outfit for myself and one man, for the 
journey hy !S(Hiamish to Clulcotin, in 
search of Chirk and Braden.

and reached Squaniish on the evening of 
the 25th. Next morning we started up the 
river, reaching Jenimet's camp at noon 
on the 2Sth, hut had to wait to see Clark, 
who was at work in the woods and would 
not return until evening. He did not 
care to go, however, expressing himself 
as satisfied that 1 would make a thorough 
search. Wo loft the camp on the morn- 
ing of the 2;)th, and reached the lower 
portage on the evening of tlie 31st, where 
we hauled up the canoe and next morn- 
ing started afoot. 

"Wo finished the portngo early on 
August 2, and started to make a canoe for 
creasing the river. From here the Siwash 
returned, lie gave us many warnings to 
' kloah nanitch' aud shook our lianda, as 
of men he might not see again. 1 com- 
pleted the canoe on the 4tli and spent till 
the 9th searching the East branch, but 
found no sign that they had gone that way. 

"On the morning of tlio 10th we 
crossed the ri\er, and, carrying 100 
pounds eaeii, proceeded up the canyon, 
searching as we went, and reached the 
head of tlie canyon on the evening of the 
J 1th. Here Clark and Braden started up 
the river in a canoe, the Indian turning 
back. 

"On the following day I picked up

with peak, on a bear trail cr(jS3ing a rock 
slid^; according to the Siwaali, the cap 
belongs tu Clark. A thorough search in 
the vicinity failed to discover anything 
else. On the 15tli we reached the re- 
puted head of Canoe travel, hiif frnmil no 
canix. That the real head of canoe travel 
is here is doubtful, for by using a tow 
line, three or four miles more might be 
made than with pole or paddle, but \M 
the canoe been nnywhortj in that part, 
we would have foui.iJ It. On the lOtli 
wo camo to <1 patch of several acres of 
ground that had been burned a year ago. 
We searched the patch, supi:osing a camp 
lire might have spread and liurned their 
outfit, and perhaps tlieniflelves, but found 
nothiu'.; further than that some person or 
jjerson.s had camped there, tlie tire pro- 
bably spreading after their deparlnr(!. 

"From hero, the d'.fiicultioa of travel- 
ling increase immensely. The hillside 
brush is so donae as to render travel al- 
most iniposs'hlo, and we found no evi- 
dence, afterwards, that they had gone 
any farther. 

"Above this we crossed occasional 
])atehe.'i of snow on the river level; then 
two largo glaciers come into the valley, 
one filling it entirely to the depth of over 
200 feet, the river running beneath. We 
reached the head (jf the S(|uamish on the 
2.'!rd. Close to the suniiiiit we crosst'd a 
glacier which tilled the valley. The 
scenery, in many places, is very lino, and 
wo found In.xuriiiiit vegetation close to 
the snow. There are falls on this routo

" At the .Humniit, the j)a3H breaks off, 
as it wei'e, a precipice of about (iOO foot 
descent ci-o:«ii]g it, rendering jirogross 
that way imj)(jsHiljle, but a glacier comes 
ill un the east side, which we ascended in 
clouds and rain, to the aunimit, and de- 
Hcendod anotlier glacier whoso stream falls 
into the river running into .lorvi.s inlet. 
Wo followed tliis atroain to its source, 
crossing on the way a large glacier stream. 

"Wo made tlio crossing on a tree that 
rested across tlie canyon, at an angle of 
about ."0" witli the liori/.ontal, and about 
200 feet above tlie bottom of the canyon. 
Tliia valley is very brushy and the tr.avel 
ia conRcipiiiiitly alow. Tliiire was lui sign 
of anyone having passed up here, nut 
oven a Si wash. 

"The glacier at the head of this valley 
is tlio moat rugged 1 have over seen. It 
ia crossed by groiit erevaaaos two or three 
hundred foot deep, and from five l(j 
twenty feet wide, between which, the ice 
runs up like mountain peaka. The sur- 
face of the upper part of the glacier is 
always more oven, but the crevasses there 
aro capped over with the last season's 
snow, from a few inches to two or three 
feet in dej)tli, rendering travelling ex- 
troiuoly dftugorouB. It is the most haz- 



ardous travel one can undertake, for a 
fall into a crevasse

Several times wo have gone through with 
one foot, but the impetus of our forward 
luotiou, in every case threw us across the 
crevasse, which happened not to bo wide. 
This L'lacier, which is about eight miles 
long and two milea wide, we ascended to 
tho BUimiiit, and descended' on the op- 
posite alope, camping on the glacier about 
four milea from the aumniit. 

"Our provisiona were about done, a 
few hunufuls of flour aud groundhog be- 
ing all we had ahead, but about camping 
time I shot a largo goat, weighing proba- 
bly ;!00 iiounda, and very fat but old and 
t(jugh. Tho next inorning wo were so 
snowblind that wo could only open our 
eyes with much pain, and could bear thorn 
open for but a fow moments at a time. 
It waa aix days boforo wo could .see to 
proceed down the glacier. Could wo 
have got down to tliu green woods wo 
would soon have recovered, but tho con- 
stant glare made recovery slow. They 
wore not well for nearly a month, and aro 
not atroiiL' yi't. 

"We cut. up and dried all the meat 
clear ('f hones, eating every vestivo be- 
sides, and starteil away fiiiin there with 
about 70 pounds of dried meat and tal- 
low. This, we lived on 'straight' with

or grouse, for over two weeks. 

"Tho stream from this glacier runs 
northwest by north, and I thought it 
must be the one running into tho head of 
Chilco Inlet, although the vegetation was 
scarcely of the right sort for the east 
slope, but I discovered my iniatdvo after 
following it for two days, when it curved 
around Lo tho south. It was a branch of 
the stream running into Jervis Inlet, 

"At Olio point in this valley a preci- 
pice rises fr..m the river to the height of 
about 2U;j;) feet. Half way up the pre- 
ei)iiee is a narrow ledgo with some brush 
bore and there. We had either lo take 
tho ledgo or climb tlie mountain. Wo 
decided in favor of the ledgo and climbed 
a rock slide to reach it. It varied 
from a few inches to about four feet in 
width. In some places we had no foot- 
ing and hung on by tho brush. i\ly 
rilU troubled ino very much where the 
hanging work bad to be done. Only 
once I felt the danger; it waa on a bare 
part of tho precipice; the ledgo ran out 
and it was necessary to climb to a higher 
ledge, and all depended on a small cedar 
root about

for there waa no footing. It tho root 
held, 1 was all right, but if it broke? 
— The very retrospect makes me feel 
uneasy, even sitting here on tr:rya jirnui. 

"Wo crossed the stream, and took a 
glaiial creek coming in from the north, 
and followed it tu its tource in two 
glaciers. We ascended the left hand 
glacier, aa seeming to como from tho 
right direction, but found no oiieniiig 
in the right direction, and had to des- 
cend, and camp in rain and snow at 
the foot of the glacier. Next day wo 
took the glacier to the right, ascending 
to the summit, a distance of about six 
miles, and descended a glacier on the 
eastern alope about four miles long. 

"We bad cold rain at the foot of 
these glaciers, and blinding snowstorma 
at their suiiimits, anil in our tattered 
garments it w.as very cold. At tho foot 
of tho glacier, tho rock formation aud 
plant growth showed wo were on tho 
eastern slope, and, in fact, it was only 
eight iiiilos to Chilco lako. On the fol- 
lowing day, Se[)toml)er 13, wo reached 
tho lako. Our goat meat waa done, and 
game apprared to bo scarce; wo had 
only abimt half rations till wo reached 
tho foot of the lako, on September 22. 
Fir was the only timber large enough 
for a canoe, and waa very gnarly and 
hard to work, and our pound and a 
half axe being very dull, it was slow 
work. 1 worked very hard, however, 
and had the canoe

and my man scoured around with the 

ritle. 

".\bout half-way down the lako wo 
had to stop a day anii a half with head 
wind and rough water, anovr and sloot 
falling till there wasj about tjix inelic-j 
on til" ground. At tho foot of the lako 
we foaiid plenty of aalmon, killed two 
half-dead oiiea with a club, and feasted 
accordingly. Afterwards meeting with 
Indians we bouglit some dry salmon and 
bears' wrceso (for the aalmon hero aro 
very poor) to take us across to Franklin's. 
Wo also bought moccasins, overalls and 
socks, for our clothes were completely 
worn out. One suit will not stand a trip 
like this. My shoes and stockings were 
long since done, and I was wearing goat- 
skin moccasins that I made in the incmii- 
tains, and they were worn out. (.)ur 
shirts were dcuie, and our overalls too far 
gone to hold on the [latehes of groundhog 
and goatskin. 

"Wo started for Franklin's on tho 
2.'3rd, arriving there on the 26th; but 
tiiidiiig no one at homo, lived by tho rillo 
till Franklin's return. In the general 
scarcity we ate a muskr.it among other 
tilings. I\lr. Franklin treated us with 
groat liospitalily, and provided us witli 
overytliing wo needed, exceiit mtiat, of 
which he had none, so wo bought butter 
inatoad, and started on September 2!)tli 
for Kleon a Kleen river and Knight in- 
let, as the shortest way out. There 
would appear to be

thit Iiuliaiis had found the bones of two 
men near Chilco lake, as neither the In- 
dians there nor Mr. Franklin know any- 
thing about it. 

" Wo arrived at the upper canoe land- 
ing on tho Kleon a Kleon river on ( l.;t- 
ober 2, ;iiid spent two days making a ent- 
t(jnwood canoe; and thereby saved four 
days of very brushy travelling. 

"I boui/iit about 20 pounds of gcjat meat 
from tiie J ridians here and star'oii d<".vn 
the river on the morning of the oth ; 
reached tho lower landing early in the 
afternoon, hauled up tho canoe and 
started down the valley afoot. Rain and 
snow from here to the Coast inado travel 
disagreeable. I'revious to this we were 
often drenched for a day or two at a time, 
but now, for abont ten days, we were 
iievor dry, sleeiiing, besides, in wet 
blankets. Wo shot everything wo could 
on the way, but at noon of the 12th our 
proviaion.M wore done. In tho afternoon 
wo allot a large pnreupine, and ate every 
bit of it down to the claws, including tho 
entrails, which X cleaned and cooked 



with the rest. This lasted us until noon 
the < next day. ^In the afternoon we 
forded a large glacier stream, and a little 
farllior on wo caiiio to a slough that some 
salmon had got into at higher water, and

We threw down our packs and with a 

club apiece, waded m and soon killed 
six salmon. Wo lived on those and two 
grouse till wo reached Knight, on the 
iHtli. From IMessrs. Ward and Noon 
we bought supplied to tidce us to Port 
Neville, there to take the SS. Comox 
fen- Vancouver. We reached Port Ne- 
ville on tho 20th, went aboard the 
Comox on tho 25th and arrived in Van- 
couver on tlio 2Cth at (3 p m. 

With regard to Olark and Braden I 
feel sure they 

NEVER DOT OUT OF 8QUAMISB VALLEY. 

We made a moat thorough search, 
which accouiita, in part, for our being 
so long in the Sipiamiab, though the 
ujiper part of this valley is the ri'Ugh- 
est 1 ever traversed, but in such Ijiusli 
as covers it, a lifetime's search might 
fail to lind them. They evidently wont 
but a short di.Uance ab(;vo canoe navi 
gation, and seeing the great difiicultios 
ahead; their provisions sliorD and game 
scarce, have returned to the canoe and 
atarted down tho rivor. Thoy liavo pro- 
bably ujisot by running against a snag; 
somothing much more liable to hajipeii 
in going down than in going up stream, 
and the location of the cap shows they 
had not goiio far before upaetting. 
That Clark, at hast, who was a good 
Bwimmor, saved liimaolf, ia aliowii by 
»lio cap, but einpty-liandiul, liia ride 
and i)rovisioiia gone, he probably starved 
before he n'aclicd the aetlletnent. The 
fact that the caiioo ia not to bo found 
beara out this view. The loser of tho 
cap has obviously been either groping 
along at night, or was otherwise 
ill a very distraught comlitiou, or 
he would have picked it up again, as 
there was no buali eoiiceiding it. 

"In Conclusion, let me aay that 1 
don't ausneet Douj^las or any other In- 
dian in this matter, I think that tho 
men camo to their end in tho manner 
stated. "

HOSTILE INDIANS. 

ThoDlsaiiiiearance of Several Induatrloua Set- 
tlers Laid to Their Score. 

Mr. Stanley Smith, tho explorer and 
guido, who has just returned from a ren'ark- 
able trip into tho wilds ef the Cascades, 
makes tho following startling statement in 
tho coursn of an oliieial report to Superin- 
tendent F. S. Hiiasey : 

" I would bog leavi! to call your attention 
to the case of Alexander McNeil and 
others. More than a year ago McNeil took 
up a ranch gn tho upper Kleen-a Kleen und 
moved there from Jliilootin, taking a pack 
horao loaded with tools and supplies. He 
did, probably, two months work on tho place 
iu clearing a piece of ground und putting up 
a cabin. Then ho disappeared. Ho did not 
go out either to Knight Inlet or Chilcotin. 

" The aupjiosition is that the Indians 
have done away with him. They are very 
hostile towarils anyone going into tho 
Kleen-a-Kloen to settle or trap. 

" I found the camp of two other men, 
trnppora and prospectors, who seem to have 
dlHsppcared in the past summer. Their eamp 
looks as though thoy had gone out in the 
morning und never returned. 

" There is some fine land in this valley, 
which misht be settled if the scttlcra wont 
in in sufficient numbora to protect them- 
selves, but it docs not seem to bii safe for 
one or two to try it."

Bpoot or cause to be Inspected said nursery 
Btock, trees, pUmts or fruit, and If thoy are 
found to be free from peate, shall issue a eerti- 
llcato to the owner or port on in charge, stating 
said articles appear free fro ai injurious Insect 
pests. 

Uui-K 2. All persons possessing, forwarding, 
or distributing trees, plants, nursery stock, or 
fruit infested with any Insect such as: Woolly 
apbia, apple-tree aphis, surfybarkOouse, oyster- 
shell bark-louse, Han Jose scale, red scale, bor- 
ers, currant worms or other known inlurious 
inuccis shall havo the same disinfected and 
clounsed ot auch inaecta betoro forwarding, dia- 
trlbuting, selling or diapoalng ot aula troea 
plants or fruit.

done and othct remedies applied during tho 
growing season, while tho trees are in leaf, as 
shall be recommended by tho Board from time 
to time, BO that the insects can at least be held 
In chock until the stronger washes of tho dor- 
mant season can bo safely applied. 

Rule C. Wlioro hop Holds aro Infested with 
tho hop louse, spraying must bo done as shall 
be recouimondtd by tho Board. 

Rule 7. Horticultural and fruit growers' 
societies are reqnested to work in harmony 
with this Board, and may without expense to 
the Hoard elect from their number onoor more 
peraona to act as local inspectors or advisers, 
who shall report to tho mombera ot tho Horti- 
cultural Board ot the district in which such 
society ia located, or to tho Secretary cr In- 
spoctor of tho Provincial Board, cafes where ■ 
trees or plants are infested, and the owner or 
person in charge refuses to obey the directions 
of the society In carrying out the mies of the 
Board ; also any other matters of importance to 
the interests ot tho society. 

Rule 8. All members of the Board are here- 
by authorized to inspect any garden, orchard, 
trees or norse^ of. tie», fruit, packinghouse, 
warehouse, storeroom. Salesroom, or any other - 
place in the Province liable to be infested with . 
any noxious insects or eggs or larvae ot any 
such insects in order to satisfy themselves that 
tho rules and regulations of the Board are duly 
observed. 

Rule 9. Any person having Infested mater- 
ial, trees, plants, fmit or packages and refuses 
or neglects to take action to have the same dis- 
infected, or pests exterminated, after due - 
notice has boon gtvon, shall ba deemed guilty 
ot an olTence against the act and shall be dealt 
with according to tho law.

DYNAMITE EXfLUSlON. 

A Ship With a (;urf,'o of Dynaiulle Kxplodcs- 
Three lluiulri'd I'orsnns Killed— (Jlly 
of Santauiler .Sbakeii. 

Santandkk, Spain, Nov. 4. — Tho ship 
Volo with a cargo of dynamite, lying at the 
quay, caught firo last evening. A crowd 
gathered to witness the fire. Before the 
flames conld be quenched they reached tho 
cargo, and an explosion followed, which 
shook the city lo its foundation. lOvery 
hooao around the (|uay waa wrecked. 
Thu exploaion killed many and a 
huge number arc injured. The gov- 
ernor of tho province ia believed to 
bi! among the dead. The lire spread to tho 
adjoining (|uay. .Many living peraonii uro 
buried in tho ruins. A regiment of infautry 
was put to work to-day clearing away the 
di liria. Already they have come ucroaa 
masses of hum in llesh. Tho hospitals are 
filled with tho injured. 

It is estimated that thrco hundred per- 
sons wero killed by the exploaion. Many 
more arc missing, but most of them are be- 
lieved to have gone to the houses of friends 
after their own homes were destroyed 
Among the dead aro tho I'refect, the Chief 
of Police and two judges. S .\ty houaos 
were wrecked. A train which waa entering 
the station when tho explosion occurred was 
fired by flying pieces of burning wood. 
Tho station began to burn a moment later. 
The station master was burned In death and 
many paiscngero wero Buflucatt-d. Dozens 
of persona living near tho hay iled from 
their burning houses and in terror threw 
themaelves into the water. The Ministora 
of Finanoe and the Interior left Madrid for 
Santaader this morning.

Many of the sealers lant February and 
March suffered greatly in Storms while 
oroBsing the Pacific. They were compelled 
to ran into Nagasaki, Japan, to refit and 
get new boats. All this took valuable time 
in tho midst of sealing time. This fleet 
will have time to spare before the seals be- 
come numerous.
